programs now left up to school district 
supervision. . 

3. Bar the use of chrome yellov^ coloring and 
the words "school bus" by any but buses 
inspected and certified as safe. 

In addition, the Catania bills would strengthen 
requirehSents for padding on high-back seats and 
for heavy-duty, crash-resistant gas tanks. 

The Glass bills also would strengthen 
requirements for compilations and publishing of 
school bus accident statistics and would permit 
school buses to use their four flashing red lights 
only when stopped. An Slight system would be 
provided for-eventuallyrwith four-amber lights - 
to flash as the bus begins to slow down for a stop. 

All of these provisions are recommended by 
the federal govern nrient. The. most important 
proposals are mandated so that Illinois would 
lose federal assistance funds by failure to 
comply. 

These bills have been given thorough hearings. 
Meanwhile, school bus accidents have been 
increasing. For the sake of our school children, 
this legislation must be enacted immediately, 
hot deferred or delayed to another session. Our
